VERY URGENT ELECTION INFORMATIOW 


Ballots that are cast into the voting urn without any marks or desiena- 
tion are to be counted as JES votes inasmuch as the voter by casting such 
a ballot without s mark clearly indicated that the large printed YES on 
the ballot was sufficient indication of the manner in which he desired his 
vote cast. 


Balicts that are marked outside of the desimated circles will be counted 
as YES ballots because it is an indication that the voter approved the 
arproved list of candidates and that he desired to vote YES. If he de~ 
sired to vote NO he would undoubtegly have made the mark within the Ho 
cirele. 


The voter should be considered as having voted YES if he marked his bal- 
lot up in any way without emphatically naricine or especially marking the 
NQ circle. 


Ballots that contained any sort of handwritten remarks such as "For the 
Homeland", “Yor Unity", "For Just Peace", "For Freedom", and so forth ,that 
indicated that the man's basic thoughts are for unity and freedom or that 
the voter at least is not against freedom and unity, are to be connted as 
XuS votes. 


On the basis of thic circular the results of the Sunday voting are to be reviewed 
and retabulated and errors corrected, The resvits after the corrections ara to be 


tabvlated with today’s voting results, The local voting cormittees will inmediately 


take note of this circular.
